Dear Member of the Alumnae Association: 



I want to address this to each one 

of you personally, although it is not possible to address you by name. 

The information which I have to give you, officially, is of such importance 
to you as an Alumna of The Margaret Eaton School, as well as to the School 
itself, that I would be glad of an opportunity to talk it over with each, 
individually. 



Early in May, 1941, it was decided 

by the authorities of The University of Toronto to take The Margaret Eaton 
School into the University, merging it with the new Course in Physical and 
Health Education. This new Course ?;as inaugurated in September. 1940, under 
the direction of Dr. E. 5. Ryerson, M.D.C.LI. . It has now been made a sep- 
arate School of the University and grants the degree of Bachelor of Physical 
and Health Education. It is open to both men and women, and offers a three- 
year course which is strong in the sciences underlying health and physical 
education. It gives a desirable amount of time to the practice of physical 
education activities. Graduates of this Course will be admitted to the 
Ontario College of Education. Me hope and expect that the Departments of 
Education in other provinces will accept this Course as a prerequisite to 
their ovm course in Education, for their teachers of health and physical 
education. Ve hope too, that as students continue to come to Toronto for 
their training in physical education, graduates will go out to many positions 
of responsibility in the different provinces of Canada. 

•7e believe that this new School will 
carry on the high standards and useful traditions which have been treasured 
by The Margaret Eaton School and will at the same time give to our future 
students that background of university education which the teaching pro- 
fession is requiring more and more. Vfe are finding that a degree is essential 
for many positions which are referred to our office, and I believe that this 
demand will increase in the future. The future student will find many ad- 
vantages at the University which we have not been able to offer. She will 
work under experts in the scientific field, such as Dr. C. II. Best and Dr. ’7. 
E. Blatz, and other men of world standing. She will have the use of the 
University library, excellent laboratory facilities, and the Health Services, 
and will share in the social and athletic activities. 

Several of our Staff members will go 

into the University with the School. Miss Layton Miss Jackson and I have 
been given appointments on the new Faculty, and Mies JJaylor, temporarily. 

Mrs. Rayner and Mrs. .JLlen had already indicated their desire to retire to 
private life. The building at 415 Yonge Street will be the headquarters of

the new course for some time to come, probably until after the war is over. 

The students who entered in September, 1940, will continue with the Senior" 
curriculum of The Margaret Eaton School, and will graduate in May with its 
diploma. Those who have Senior Matriculation have the opportunity to enter 
the new Course with advanced standing in some courses, but I do not know yt 
whether any of them will decide to make the change. The new students enter- 
ing this year will register for the new Course in the University. 

We hope that you will continue to refer 
girls who are satisfactory candidates for this profession to the School of 
Physical and Health Education of the University of Toronto, as you have in 
the past referred them to The Margaret Eaton School. The favourable pub-* 
licity given our school by its graduates has been one of the factors leading 
to the large increase in our student enrolment in the last few years, and 
this loyalty and help have been greatly appreciated. There will be two 
"Margaret Eaton" Scholarships of $500,00 each, which will probably be offered 
to second and third year women who have done oxcellcnt work in the first 
year. This is a gift to the University from the Eaton Estate. We expect, 
also, that the name which we all love will be perpetuated by a Memorial Library 
in the proposed VTomen’s Building of the University, a building which will be 
devoted to the women students as soon as it can be properly undertaken. This 
library will be a gift of our School. 

If any of you have an urge for further 

study and advancement in health and physical education, and if you have your 
Senior Matriculation, why not consider returning to school and taking the 
degree course. Some credit will be given for your work at The Margaret Eaton 
School, I cannot tell you how much this will be until some of you have had 
your record passed upon. Write to us for a calendar of tho School of Physical 
and Health Education, Follow the instructions given for admission with ad- 
vanced standing. Your qualifications will be considered individually. 

Many of you will remember that negotiations 
have boon under way for anumbor of years for some kind of affiliation with 
the University of Toronto, Miss Hamilton had been working for it for many 
years, and the "Co-operation" which was granted by the University in 1934, was 
the first step toward this final amalgamation. Knowing that many people most 
interested in tho welfare of the School deaircd such a connection, I have 
continued to work for it, at the same time attempting to maintain and build up 
the efficiency of tho School so that it might go to tho affiliating' body with 
•an enviable reputation in Physical Education, With the splendid co-operation 
of jtaff. Students and Alumnae, I believe this has been accomplished within tho 
possibilities of a privately owned school, and I give up my stewardship with 
t e hope that it has the approval of you all. Remember that The Margaret 
'aton School will continue to exist in its Alumnae, and I sincerely hope that 
youi groups will continue to be active in every part of the Dominion.

In Training for Physical Education

£hi*ee questions arise in the minds of young women choosing a vocation. 

Is it the kind of work I like and for which I am suited? 

Can I earn my living at it? 

Where shall I get my training? 

PHYSICAL EDUCATION appeals to many because it is a profession of growth. 
It is concerned primarily with the development of youth; it includes many 
branches of activity. It provides an opportunity for progressive, scientific study 
in relating the need for recreation and exercise to the changing times. Are you 
interested in things of action? Do athletic activities attract you? Can you 
study? Are you strong and healthy? Do your teachers feel that you have the 
personality for this type of work? The answers to these questions may help you to choose your vocation. 

POSITIONS for the graduate of two and three-year courses in physical education are found chiefly in private schools 
and service organizations. Physical education in Canada is in its infancy. Those who start now as trained physical 
directors still go out as pioneers. If a student is keen and enthusiastic, equipped with initiative, organizing ability 
and perseverance, and a thorough knowledge of the work, she can go far in the profession. Positions may not 
always be waiting for her, ready-made, but there is no lack of opportunity. 

I HE MARGARET EAION SCHOOL is the natural place for training. Located in Toronto, the centre of one 
of the central provinces of the Dominion, it draws its students from all over Canada. The faculty, with Miss 
Florence A. Somers, formerly Associate Director of the Sargent School, as head, includes only thoroughly trained 
teachers who understand from much experience the teaching of physical education to teachers. As “co-operation” 
has been arranged with the University of Toronto, a number of classes are taken under university professors, while 
the university physical education students take some of their work under The Margaret Eaton School staff. 





1 HE 1WO-YEAR COURSE covers different systems of 
gymnastics, various kinds of dancing including the modern 
dance with its emphasis on creative expression, sports, games, 
athletic skills and corrective work with special attention to 
posture. In addition, the study of anatomy and physiology, 
community and personal hygiene, health education, principles 
of education and methods of physical education, literature and 
psychology, make a well-balanced course. In their senior year ? 
the students teach once a week in the public schools of Toronto under the supervision of a member of The Margaret 
Eaton School staff. Conferences are held regularly with each student to enable her to get the most out of her 
teaching experience. Students who can carry the extra work, also teach classes in settlements, churches or clubs, 
take charge of recreational evenings for adults, and coach and referee city basketball games. 



CAMP TRAINING for the month of September each year is considered a very important part of the course. 
September, 1935, is to be spent at the Ontario Athletic Commission Camp on Lake Couchiching where every facility 
in the way of equipment is offered for intensive training in track and field athletics, archery, tennis, swimming and 
canoeing. 

COMFORTABLE LIVING accommodation and suitable board are provided for out-of-town students. While the 
living of the students is carefully supervised, student government is a controlling factor.
